‘‘Wants a Restraining O rder/’ 
Under the above heading the J our­ 
nal gives, or attem pts to give, an ac­ 
count of legal proceedings against 
the M ississippi Water Power and 
Boom company , but which is so far 
from being correct that we give a 
correct statement. 
The dam com­ 
pany originally gave a m ortgage to 
the Central Trust company , of New 
York, to secure bonds to the amouut 
of $ 100,000, fifty of which were issued 
and sold at once—som ething more 
than a y ear ago—the provisions of the 
m ortgage being 
that the balance 
should be issued and sold for the pur­ 
pose of making repairs and improve­ 
ments to the dam and works after it 
was completed according to original 
plans and specifications. 
The whole $ 100,000 bonds were 
ex ecuted and certified by the Central 
Trust Cc. at the time, as provided in 
the mortgage, fifty sold to S t Paul 
bond dealers and the balance already 
for issue and negotiation whenever 
necessary for the purposes named in 
the mortgage, so that the J ournal’s 
statement that the company got $ 50,- 
000 more bonds printed is entirely 
incorrect. 
Some of these remaining 
bonds were issued to raise money to 
build log slfiico, drive piling and 
make boom age up river, and were 
negotiated with the First National 
Bank of S t Paul. 
Now some of the 
bond-holders got the Central Trust 
Co. to jojn them and they obtained an 
iujuufitiQD t« i « strain the sale’or dis­ 
position of those bonds, claiming that 
the proceeds had been used for other 
purposes. W hile the testimony which 
the J ournal 
refers to was 
being 
taken 
here, 
the 
District 
Court 
in St. Paul dissolved the injunction, 
it appearing by the answer of the 
M ississippi Water Power and Boo.m 
company , Wat the oonas had been 
regularly ifeued ' and properly ap- 
? 
lied.

Aitkin,of Falkirk,b.v a totally difler- 
ent method, hits been enable« I to ttike 
stock of the more harmless but hardly 
less interesting dust motes. Thirty 
thousand such p irticles have been 
detected by him in the thousandth of 
a cubic inch of aie of a room. 
In the 
outside atmosphere in dry weather 
the same measurement of air yielded 
2,11(J, whereas, after« heavy rainfall, 
the number was only 5 21. That this 
power of prying into atmospheric 
secrets will eventually yield very im­ 
portant results must be obvious to 
all. Among tlie most curious dis­ 
coveries already made is the direct 
relation between dust particles and 
fog« , mist and rain.—London Daily 
News.

atmosphere, even in the smokiest, 
grimiest quarters of a cit v, is a hun­ 
dredfold freer from disease germs 
than 
the average indoor air 
of 
a crowded lodging-house; and that a 
neglected lied room on an often moun­ 
tainside may l» e far more unwhole­ 
some than a well-aired basement in 
the slums of New York.—N. Y. Tri­ 
bune.

Two Brainerd Girls Induced to Leave 
Horae to go on the Stage by 
Promises of Big salaries. 
On Saturday night's train J. C. 
Bell and a man by the name of Bly, 
both of whom wore connected with 
the home talent minstrel company 
that gave an entertainment here re­ 
cently, left this city accompanied by 
two young girls, aged respectively 
13 and 14 years, the girls having been 
induced to fly with them by promises 
of big pay as actresses in a show 
w'hich they represented they were 
organizing. 
The girls were Emma 
Zottman and Mary Otto, the former 
being tho step-daughter of Fred 
Zottman, the proprietor of the Nicol- 
lett House in this city, and tho latter 
a dining room girl employed by Zott­ 
man. 
Bell and Bly, it seems, were 
assisted in their nefarious scheme by 
John Hhupe, a young man who ha* 
been a resident of this city for some 
time, and who was on Tueeday ar­ 
rested and arraigned before the muni­ 
cipal court on u charge of kidnapping. 
The girls, who were taken to St. 
Cloud by those disreputable cur*, 
were followed by Mr. Zottman and 
brought back to this city on Monday, 
the men, on discovering that they 
vere followed, having fled. 
At the 
preliminary examination of Shupe 
on Wednesday, Miss Zottman, who 
appear* to be very bright and intelli­ 
gent for a girl of 13 years, told the 
following story of how it all hap­ 
pened. 
She said she first met Bell 
the night of the show, being intro­ 
duced to him by Shupe, who she and 
Mary Otto accomf>aiiied to the show, 
on which occasion Bell asked her if 
she wouldn’t like to become an ac- 
tress. telling her that he was organiz­ 
ing a show and would give both she 
and Miss Otto $25 a week and j>ay 
their expenses, if they would travel 
with him. 
With the aid of Shuj» e, 
who has been acquainted with the 
girls for some time, he succeeded in 
seeing the girls several tim« *s and 
urged them to leave home and go 
with him which they finally consented 
to do, it being understood that Shupe 
was to accompany them. On Satur- 
j 
day night the girls packed their 
clothe* in a satchel and accompanied 
Shupe to the Wilkins House, where 
Shupe lives, where they met Bly, 
who was represented as the man who 
furnished the money for the concern. 
Here also Bell met them, and they 
waited for train time when they went 
over to the depot, but found the train 
late. They returned to the Wilkins 
House and remained until about 4:30, 
when they again went to the depot, 
where they remained until the train 
arrived at 6 o’clock in the morning 
which they boarded. 
When the train 
started Shupe got off. but suid he 
would follow them to St. Cloud the 
next day. On arriving at S t Cloud 
the boys took the girls to the St. 
Charles hotel and registered their 
names as Kate Bell and Mary Bly, 
telling the girls they must represent 
themselves as their sisters. 
Miss 
Zottman said she suspicioned that 
everything was not all right but did 
not express her fears to any one but 
Man' until the next day, when she 
told the men that she wanted to go 
home. 
The men would not hear to 
anything of the kind and by threats 
kept her quiet. 
While out on the 
streets the men discovered that they 
were followed and fled, while the 
girls were found at the St. Charles 
by Mr. Zottman, who returned with 
them from St. Cloud Monday even­ 
ing. 
On the following day a war­ 
rant was sworn out for the arrest of 
Shupe. and as a result of the pre­ 
liminary trial he has been held to 
await the action of the grand jury. 
Effort* are being made to discover 
the whereabout* of Bell and Bly, 
but so far have been of no avail. 
We understand Bell has a wife living 
in this city. 


It has been rumored on the streets 
that the proposition of the Brainerd 
Board of Education to borrow thirty- 
five thousand dollars from the state 
had been rejected by the state officials. 
This is not true however, as the board 
having the matter in hand do not 
meet until Monday. 
We ’inderst&nd 
that the foundation for the rmnor is 
a talk a prominent Brainerd resident 
had with one of the state officers who 
predicted that this would bo the re­ 
sult

‘•Wants a Restraining Order.”

pany originally gave a mortgage to 
the Central Trust company, of New 
York, to secure bonds to the amount 
of $100,000, fifty of which w’ere issued 
and sold at once—something more 
than a year ago—the provisions of the 
mortgage being that the balance 
should be issued and sold for the pur­ 
pose of making repairs and improve­ 
ments to the dam and works after it 
was completed according to original 
plans and specifications. 
The whole $100,000 bonds were 
executed and certified by tfie Central 
Trust Co. at tfie time, as provided in 
the mortgage, fifty sold to S t Paul 
bond dealers aud the balance already 
for issue and negotiation whenever 
necessary for the purposes named in 
the mortgage, so that the Journal’s 
statement that the company got $50,- 
000 more bonds printed is entirely 
incorrect. Some of these remaining 
bonds were issued to raise money to 
build Iqg slhico, drive piling and 
make boom age up -river, and were 
negotiated with the First National 
Bank of St. Paul. 
Now some of the 
bond-holders got the Central Trust 
Co. to join them and they obtained an 
injunction to i . st*.am the sale'or dis­ 
position of those bonds, claiming that 
the proceeds had been used for other 
purposes. While the testimony which 
the Journal refers to was 
being 
taken 
here, 
the 
District 
Court 
in St. Paul dissolved the injunction, 
it appearing by tho answer of the 
Mississippi Water Power and Boom 
coinpauy, toat tue nond* Lad been 
regularly iteued'* and* properly ap­ 
plied. Ambrose Tighe, Esq., of St. 
Paul, is attorney for plaintiffs, and 
Judge Geo. B. Young, of St. Paul, 
and Q. 
Formed, Esq., cf this city,

The defendants regard the suit as 
one of annoynaee merely, and without 
foundation in law_or 
testimony taken shows beyond ques­ 
tion that the money received went in­ 
to the dam and boomage.

the mortgage, so that the Journal’s 
statement that the company got $50,- 
000 more bonds printed is entirely 
incorrect. 
Some of these remaining 
bonds were issued to raise money to 
build log sluice, drive piling and 
make boom age up 'river, and were 
negotiated with the First National 
Bank of S t Paul. 
Now some of the 
bond-holders got the Central Trust 
Co. to join them and they obtained an 
injuufitiou te i . steam tim sale” cir dis­ 
position of those bonds, claim ing that 
the proceeds had been used for other 
purposes. W hile the testim ony which 
the Journal 
refers to was 
being 
taken 
here, 
the 
District 
Court 
in S t Paul dissolved the injunction, 
it appearing by the answer of the 
Mississippi Water Power and Boom 
ooiuphuf, twat the bond* had been 
regularly issued ' and* properly ap­ 
plied. 
Ambrose Tighe, Esq., of S t 
Paul, is attorney for plaintiffs, and 
Judge Geo. B. Young, of S t Paul, 
and Q. 6.

B rooklyn, N. Y., Feb. 24.—The audience 
th a t crowded the immense auditorium of 
tim Brooklyn Tabernacle and the adjoining 
lecture-room and parlors to day, united in 
(ringing:

We can n o t go three stej*s in 
any direction w ithout coming up against a 
bard wall of m ystery, riddles, paradoxes, 
profundities, labyrinths, problem s th a t we 
cannot solve, hieroglyph!* s th a t we cannot 
decipher, anagram s we can n o t spell out, 
sphinxes th a t will not speak. 
F o r th a t rea­ 
son David in my tex t proposed to tak e up

Ho I look upon society and find people in

Dickens in Hartford. 
Dickens, tile novelist, on his first 
visit to America, came down to 
H artford in this little steamer in 
February, 184l\ It was un open win­ 
ter.

The propagation of game should 
f e taken up seriously, and become a 
t ranch to tie fostered and encour­ 
aged in the same manner as the 
methods of the fishculturist s.

He 
believes that winter dairying is the 
coming industry in New York state. 
Keep the flocks healthy and avoid 
too much dry food. Itemember to 
(live roots regularly, or ensilage; in 
the absence of roots or ensilage try 
mill feed and a little oil meal. 
With proper provision of warmth 
and shelter, and a good store of en­ 
silage and hay, winter dairying can 
frequently he made more profitable 
than summer; labor is than cheeper 
and butter higher. 
The farming world (English) says: 
“If you have any butter th at has a 
rank flavor, mix to each pound a 
a teaspoonful of carbonate of soda, 
and it will be rendered perfectly sweet 
again. Take care that it is through­ 
ly mixed. 
As an exchange remarks the great 
question is and will continue to be 
what will produce the most and best 
milk, without injury to the cow, 
taking into consideration all the 
circumstances under which wo are 
placed. 
Use the currycomb lightly. When 
used roughly it is the source of great 
pain; brushing and rubbing are the 
proper means to secure a glossy coat. 
Let the heels be brushed out every 
night. Dirt, if allowed to cake in, 
causes sore heels. 
An excellent way to utilize dull 
days, when but littls work can be 
done, especially during cold or rainy 
weather, is to sharpen all the tools 
and implements, so as to have them 
ready for Spring u s e . (live them a 
thorough cleaning, oil the machinery 
and keep them in a dry place. 
John Gould says that farmers may 
as well stand by each other as to l»e 
“held up” by a speculator. If they 
will discard all jealousies and work 
each for the interest of all, there is 
no reason why they may not receive 
all the benefit of a 
co-cqterative 
creamery. 
The silo has brought new’ revela­ 
tions to us and given us a value in 
fodder-corn that we never had before, 
at least it has called our attention 
to it in a way that we have never 
had it called before, so that we now 
have begun to make a study of fod­ 
der-corn and what it may do for us 
in the way of giving us cheaper and 
better rations for cattle. 
Seed corn should lie saved from 
some variety that has given good 
results in the section where it was 
arrow n. To change the seed without 
first experimenting in order to learn 
f the variety is adopted to the noil 
and climate may entail a loss of the 
crop. There is no cereal that com­ 
bines so many different varieties as 
corn, and the crop that flourishes in 
one section mav l*» early and proli­ 
fic, but when transferred through the 
seed elsewhere often proves the poor­ 
est that can be grown. 
There are certain essential principles 
that must be kept clearly in view in 
iwine husbandry, says the American 
Stockman. For instance stock hogs 
jhouid have plenty of exercise, and 
be made to rake it. 
The hog house 
is essunt ial in stormy weather, as 
onr correspondent says, but it should 
always be constructed with a clear 
view to perfect ventilation. 
It is a 
question if a floor is better than 
•arth. 
Dry earth is a great disin­ 
fectant, and when hogs are upon the 
rround dry earth should occasional­ 
ly he added. 
Then the ground is 
vnrmer than a floor would be.

Hipe tomatoes will remove ink- 
jtains from white cloth and also from 
die hands. 
A teaspoonful of turpentine boiled 
with white clothes will aid the whiten­ 
ing process. 
Boiled starch is much improved by 
the addition of salt a little or dissolved 
jvum-arabic. 
Windows should be opened at both 
top and bottom in order to secure 
proper ventilation.

Oat 
iieal drinks and linseed tea should 
oe given in preference to cold water. 
For solid food give small mashes of 
aran and oats to which a little lin- 
jeed meal has been added. Give in 
jmall quantities and often. Limit 
die amount of hay given for a time, 
tveep indoors in a warm shed where 
die colts can run loose.

Two Brainerd Girls Induced to Leave 
Home to go on the Stage by 
Promises of Big salaries. 
On Saturday night’s traiu J. C. 
Bell and a man by the name of Bly, 
both of whom wore connected with 
the home talent minstrel company 
that gave an entertainment here re­ 
cently, left this city accompanied by 
two young girls, aged respectively 
13 and 14 years, the girls having been 
induced to fly with them by promises 
of big pay as actresses in a show 
which they represented they were 
organizing. 
The girls were Emma 
Zottnian and Mary Otto, the former 
being the step-daughter of Fred 
Zottmau, the proprietor of the Nicol- 
lett House in this city, and the latter 
a dining room girl employed by Zott- 
nian. 
Bell and Bly, it seems, were 
assisted in their nefarious scheme by 
John Shupe, a young man who has 
beeu a resident of this city for some 
time, and who was on Tuesday ar­ 
rested and arraigned before the muni­ 
cipal court on a charge of kidnapping. 
The girls, who were taken to S t 
Cloud by these disreputable curs, 
were followed by Mr. Zottiuan and 
brought back to this city on Monday, 
the men, on discovering that they 
vere followed, having fled. 
At the 
preliminary examination of Shupe 
on Wednesday, Miss Zottman, who 
appoars to be very bright and intelli­ 
gent for a girl of 13 years, told the 
following story of how it all hap­ 
pened. 
She said she first met Bell 
the night of the show, being intro­ 
duced to him by Shupe, who she and 
Mary Otto accompanied to the show, 
on which occasion Bell asked her if 
she wouldn’t like to become an ac­ 
tress, telling her that he was organiz­ 
ing a show and would give both she 
and Miss Otto $25 a week and pay 
their expenses, if they would travel 
with him. 
With the aid of Shujie, 
who has Ix'en acquainted with the 
girls for some time, he succeeded m 
seeing the girls several tim«*s and 
urged them to leave home and go 
with him which they finally consented 
to do, it being understood that Shupe 
was to accompany them. 
On Satur­ 
day night the girls packed their 
clothes in a satchel and accompanied 
Shupe to the Wilkins House, where 
Shupe lives, where they met Bly, 
who was represented as the man who 1 
furnished the money for the concern. 
Here also Bell met them, and they 
waited for train time when they went 
over to the depot, but found the train 
late. 
They returned to the Wilkins 
House and remained until about 4:30, 
when they again went to the depot, 
where they remained until the train 
arrived at 6 o’clock in the morning 
which they boarded. 
When the train 
started Shupe got off, but said he 
would follow them to St. Cloud the 
next day. 
On arriving at St. Cloud 
the boys took the girls to the St. 
Charles hotel and registered their 
names as Kate Bell and Mary Bly, 
telling the girls they must represent 
themselves as their sisters. 
Miss 
Zottman said she suspieioned that 
everything was not all right but did 
not express h**r fears to any one but 
Mary until the next day, when she 
told the men that she wanted to go 
home. 
The men would not hear to 
anything of the kind and by threats 
kept her quiet. 
While out on the 
streets the men discovered that they 
were followed and fled, while the 
girls were found at the St. Charles 
by Mr. Zottman, who returned with 
them from St. Cloud Monday even­ 
ing. 
On the following day a war­ 
rant was sworn out for the arrest of 
Shupe. and as a result of the pre­ 
liminary trial he has beeu held to 
await the action of the grand jury. 
Efforts are being made to discover 
the whereabouts of Bell and Bly, 
but so far have been of no avail. 
We understand Bell has a wife living 
in this city.

their expenses, if they would travel 
with him. 
With the aid of Shuj>e, 
who has been acquainted with the 
girls for some time, he succeeded in 
seeing the girls several times and 
urged them to leave home and go 
with him which they finally consented 
to do, it being understood that Shupe 
was to accompany them. 
On Satur­ 
day night tho girls packed their 
clothes in a satchel and accompanied 
Shupe to the Wilkins House, where 
Shupe lives, where they met Bly, 
who was represented as the man who 
furnished the money for the concern. 
Here also Bell met them, and they 
waited for train time when they went 
over to the depot, but found the train 
late. 
They returned to the Wilkins 
House and remained until alxmt 4:30, 
when they again went to the depot, 
where they remained until the train 
arrived at 6 o’clock in the morning 
which they boarded. 
When the train 
started Shupe got off, but said be 
would follow them to St. Cloud the 
next day. 
On arriving at St. Cloud 
the boys took the girls to the St. 
Charles hotel and registered their 
names as Kate Bell and Mary’ Bly, 
telling the girls they must represent 
themselves as their sisters. 
Miss 
Zottman said she suspicioned that 
everything was not all right but did 
not express her fears to any one but 
Mar}’ until the next day, when she 
told the men that she wanted to go 
home. 
The men would not hear to 
anything of the kind and by threats 
kept her quiet. 
While out on the 
streets the men discovered that they 
were followed and fled, while the 
girls were found at the St. Charles 
by Mr. Zottman, who returned with 
them from St. Cloud Monday even­ 
ing. 
On the following day a war­ 
rant was sworn out for the arrest of 
Shupe, and as a result of the pre­ 
liminary trial he has been held to 
await the action of the grand jury. 
Efforts are being made to discover 
the whereabouts of Bell and Bly, 
but so far have been of no avail. 
We understand Bell has a wife living 
in this city. 


It has been rumored on the streets 
that the proposition of the Brainerd 
Board of Education to borrow thirty- 
five thousand dollars from the state 
had been rejected by the state officials. 
This is not true however, as the board 
having the matter in hand do not 
meet until Monday. 
We understand 
that the foundation for the rumor is 
a talk a prominent Brainerd resident 
bad with one of the state officers who 
predicted that this would bo the re­ 
sult.
